And the moie 
serious the charge preferred at the close 
of a campaign the more certain is it to 
b* false. 
Witness the infamous Morey 


letter forgery, which was sprung on the 
very eve of election, and at a time when 
it was impossible to deal with it prop- 
erly. It may also be legarded as cer- 
tain that the charges against candidates 
which appear towards the close of the 
campaign in journals which have been 
conspicuous for their bitterness during 
the canvass are spurious. And it may 
be said generally that it is always safest 
to distrust any serious charges which 
are made at such a stage of the cam- 
paign, and to put down all stories which 
appear the day before the election as 
certainly false and fraudulent. 
It may 


be doubted whether votes are often 
clianged by campaign lies, but the 
Morey letter showed that they are some- 
times quite seiiously affected by such 
infamous devices, and theicforo it is too 
much to hope that they will be given up 
by partisans and others who have sel- 
fish interests to serve.

Recent developments go to show) that 
Arabi's operations were sanctioned by 
both the Sultan and the Khedive, arid 
had ha been^snccessful he would have 
baen greeted with applause from head- 
quarters, but he failed, and theroin lies 
his offeuce.

been a patriot had he vindicated his 
doctrine that Egypt should be mled by 
Egyptians; he is only less than that be- 
cause his troups were unable to cope 
with the English army.

custodian of such election returns; bu 
such returns shall be directed and de 
livered to the county officer who wa 
not a candidate and voted for office in 
the following order; Second, the Coun 
ty Recorder; third, the County Treasur 
er; fourth, the County Assessor; fifth 
the Chairman of the Board of Count; 
Commissioners; sixth, one of the Board 
of Couuty Comrnifasiouers,' etc." 


Thus it will be seen that m Washoi 


county the returns should not be 88n 
to either the Couuty Clerk, Auditor o 
Treasurer, all of whom are candidate' 
and will ba votoil for at the election. 
It follows therefore that the proper 
cuswdiau of the leturns is either the 
Assessor or some meinijtsr of the Board 
of County Commissioners. Don't for- 
get it. 


Owing to the failure of'the last Legis- 


lature to provide for a vote of the peo- 
ple at the next general election on the 
amendment of the Constitution as to 
the time of the regular meeting of the 
Legislature, the next meeting will have 
to be on the first Monday in January, 
as heretofore. The change, when made 
effective, will require the meeting to be 
on the first Monday iu February.

The California Immigration Society 


reports tuut 956 immigrants arrived by 
by the overland i ail roads during last 
week. They are mostly from New Yoik, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois and New 
England with a few from ail ths States 
and Europe. The Association is rapid- 
ly completing its airangenients for the 
settlement of immigrants on government 
lauds under the homestead and pre- 
emption laws. On Eel river, Elk cieek 
and at Round valley, in Mendocino coun- 
ty, and on Fall and Platt rivers and on 
other sections in Shasta county, ou 
Honey and Eagle lakes, in Big and 
Long valleys, in Lasseu county, and on 
the Salinas and Niaciaineut rivers in 
Estiella Valley, m San Louis Obispo 
county, and in Indian and Cholame 
valleys in Monterey county, some of 
which are already rapidly filling up. 
Other localities urs being examined, 
eispec.ally the Forty Hill region where 
it is believed there are good homes for 
10,000 families on government lauds.

Daring 
the investigation and tiial of the cases 
it was noticed that the defence had im- 
portant information aa early as the 
Government itself, and this led to an 
examination which, it is said, disclosed 
the fact that the clerks were betraying 
the Depaitmeut's secrets. The scandal 
involves gome quite prominent officers at 
the Department.
